WASHINGTON, June 30.—Many 
types have appeared before the 
Senate committee investigating pri- 
mary expenditures—hard-boiled po- 
litical bosses, businesslike ‘‘angels”’ 
and zealous W. C. T. U. members— 
but it remained for the Attorney- 
General of Pennsy!vania, George 
W. Woodruff, to exemplify last 
night the nightmare of a man clad 
only in a night shirt finding him- 
self at a formal reception. 

Pink, slightly bald, and with the 
traditions of Yale for a standard of 
conduct, Woodruff was called upon 
by Senator Reed of Missouri to tell 
what he knew of the Pennsylvania 
Republican senatorial primary in 
which his leadcr, tne radically dry 
Gov. Pinchot was a poor third in 
the race won by Philadelphia's po- 
litical boss, Representative Vare. 

Testifying regarding the $130,- 
000 fund that the State W. C. T. U. 


in an attempt to enforce the State 


prohibition law, Woodruff gave 
substantially the same information 
that Maj. William B. Wright, the 
Governor's special counsel, had giv- 
en at the morning session. During 
this part of the cross-examination, 
the Attorney-General was suave 
and almost boastful as to what had 
been accomplished through his spe- 
cial ultra-government fund, which 
was used to hire special attorneys 
and “undercover” men. 

“Nothing Except to Contribute.”

The answer makes 
denial of Seely’s contention that 
Grove promised in 1905, if he 
would stick with the company, to 
leave him a controlling interest in 
it, or else the control of all Grove's 
outside interests. Grove is said to 
be worth from $5,000,000 to $6,- 
000,000. 

In his answer Grove avers that 
he brought Seely to St. Louis at a 
salary of $385 a week to take 
charge of the work of compress- 
ing medicine into pills. He says 
that Seely was connected actively 
with the firm only from 1900 until 
1902. 

Following Seely’s marriage to his 

daughter, Grove says he made him 
secretary and treasurer, “in a nom- 
inal capacity only’’ and paid him a 
salary ranging from $7500 to $10,- 
900 a year. He deseribes how he 
helped Seely buy a newspaper in 
Atlanta, Ga., supplying money and 
credit. 
Seely, he says, took a _ trip 
around the world at the medicine 
company’s expense, ostensibly to 
buy quinine in the Dutch East 
Indies but really “to educate htm- 
self.’ Seely has never attended 
directors’ meetings or taken an 
active part in the business since 
1902, his father-in-law declares,

Pleaded Guilty of Robbery 
After Their Arrest on 
Way Home F rom Indian- 
apolis Speedway Race.

St. Louis young men, who motored 
to Indianapolis, May 21, to attend 
the automobile race, will make a 
belated return within the next few 
days, after having served one 
month of their indeterminate sen- 
tences in Indiana reformatory at 
Pendleton for a boyish’ prank com- 
mitted near here on their way 


home from the race. 

They are Arnold Muegge, 24 
years old, proprietor of a drug 
store at 2202 North Twelfth streét; 
George Dehater, 21, a clerk, of 
2975 Romaine place; Roy Afch- 
ambault, 20, former taxicab chauf- 
feur, of 2010A Mullanphy street, 
and John Griffin, 19, who said he 
was assistant athletic coach at Ur- 
suline Academy, 2112 South 
Twelfth street. 

Plead Guilty of Robbery. 

On their return journey the 
young men saw a wrecked car ly- 
ing in a field on the highway near 
here. The machine had beenstripped 
of almost all of its parts, but one of 
them is alleged to have taken the 
generator and steering wheél and 
placed it in their machine. The ac- 
tion was noticed by other motorists 
and on arriving here they were ar- 
rested. 

The following morning they were 
arraigned in court. Not having had 
an opportunity to communicate 
with relatives or frienfis, and being 
without the advice of counsel, they 
pleaded guilty of robbery and were 
sentenced by Judge Hutchinson to 
from one to eight years in the re- 
formatory.

Br DON. ine —The. House 
of Commons favors increasing tne 
working day of coal miners from 
seven to eight hours. A bill to this 
effect passed second reading last 
night. During an acriminious de- 
bate. Premier Baldwin was ‘ac- 
cused of owning 200,000 shares of 
stock in an fron concern and be- 
‘ing personally interested on the 
side of the coal mine owners in 
their controversy with their men. 

A Laborite threatened to throw 
a shoe at Lane Fox, ‘Secretary for 
Mines, who was arguing in favor 
of the bill and who was character- 
ized by the belligerent member as 
“‘a dirty coward.” First Lord of 
Admiralty Bridgeman was howled 
down. 

Baldwin admitted having a large 
block of shares in Baldwin’s Lid. 
He said that during the war he 
could have realized a fortune on 
them, but that for five years he 
had received no earnings and the 
shares are quoted on the stock 
market at a few shillings. 

Appeal for Fair Play. 

The Speaker tried to calm the 
storm which broke over the head 
of W. C. Bridgeman, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, who rose to reply 
on the debate for the Government. 
The Speaker appealed for fair play, 
but the voice of the Glasgow Labor- 
ite. G. Buchanan, rose above the 


| din—*"The miners are not getting 


fair play; the miners are getting 
hell.” 

Then a Labor member challenged 
the right of Baldwin to have a vote 
in a matter of this kind because he 
was holder of 200,000 shares in 
Baldwin’s Limited. Cries of 
“Shame!"’ came from the Conserva- 
tive and Liberal benches. 

The Prime Minister sprung to 
his feet. “The order of this de- 
bate,” he declared, “has been ar- 
ranged with full knowledge of the 
opposition parties, and that order 
has not been departed from.” 

Baldwin Defends Self. 

Taking up the charge made 
against him, that he had dictated 
to the members of the royal com- 
mission what should be put in thelr 
report, he characterized it as an 
unqualified misrepresentation. Ad- 
mitting that he held possession of 
the shares in question, he ex- 
claimed: “It is absolutely true, 
and represents the bulk of what I 
have.” 

Then alluding to the fact that 
the statement had been first made 
in a newspaper by George Lans- 
bury, Labor member for Poplar, 
the Premier. continued: 

“What the statement failed to 
tell was that I had not taken ad-/ 
vantage of the war here.” |. . 

There were ironic Labor cheers’ 
and angry Conservative protests, 
until several Laberites shouted: 
“Hear what he has to say.” 

The House hecame silent and 
Baldwin went on: 

“Had I taken advantage of the 
war I might today have been a 
wealthy man, with my money in 
Government securities,. or abroad, 
and Lansbury would never have 
known about it. All my life I 
have consistently refused to in- 
vest abroad my money: I have 
always been, for good or evTl, in 
| British industry. It is for that 
that I am being attacked tonight.”’ 

The close of the Premier's 
speech was drowned in cheers, 

Bridgeman made several vain at- 
tempts to speak after the Prime 
Minister. but always was shouted 
down. Many points ef order were 
raised. and the Speaber declared 
that as the opposition Would not 
listen he would proceed to diviaion. 
Still the storm swayed: the Clyde- 
side Laborites tried to sing “The 
Red Flag.” but the Speakers 
promptly stopped therm. 

Lioyd George Jeered. 

The Government's bill providing 
for an eight-hour working day in- 
stead of seven for the miners thes 
passed its second reading, by a 
large majority and the deelaration 
of the division figures was greeted 
with renewed cries of “murderers 
—Pentonville hasn't criminals like 
we have here,” and similar jibes. 

There were also some jeers for 
Lloyd George, who had not spoken 
in the debate and who had voted 
against the bill. A Laborite 
amendment for rejection of the 
bill was defeated 355 to 162.

UNCONTROLLED MOTOR CARS. 


Lack of proper control by motorists | 
at street intersections or railway grade crossings is | 
indicated by the preponderant mumber of deaths in | 
St. Louis at such piaces, according to the Safety | 
Council's report, covering the past five years. During 
that period, from June 1. 1921, to June 1, 1926, 786 
persons were killed in automobile accidents in this 
city. 

Of the total number killed, 430 deaths occurred at 
street intersections. Fifty-seven per cent of the to. 
tal, or 321, were pedestrians killed while crossing at | 
reguiar intersections. And 276 of the pedestrians | 
killed were beyond the age of 50. while 1546 were) 
children under the age of 14. 

Whi suggests that a great emphasis should be 
laid, in the safety educational campaigns, on the ne- 
cessity for safe driving to prevent the slaughter of 
the aged and the children, who are less able to pre 
tect themselves on the streets than are the rest of 
the pedestrian element. The accusation of careless- 
mess cannot be brought against old persons or mere. 
children with as much reason as against able-bodied 
persons and average adults. 

There are various causes for lack of contre! of 
automobiles by drivers—ignorance of the art of driv- | 
ing; machinery, especially brakes, failing te act: 
youthfulness of drivers, nervousness inexpected 
situations, recklessness, and, worst of all, drunken- 
ness. Some of these can be overcome by education. 
some are unavoidable and some can be minimized by. 
enforcing the traffic laws. 

But it is well to know and act upon the knowledge 
that proper contro! of motor cars is one of the first 
essentiais of safety. The careful driver, in full con- 
trol of his machine, and the pedestrians who erer- 
cise all possible caution, are helpless against the driv-

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Making Children 
Good by Hypnotism 


By ALAN MACDONALD. 
NEW YORK, June 30. 
AN the power of the subcon- 
(C scion: mind stem the rising 
tide of juvenile crime in the 
United States? Can the murder 
toll, the suicide, burglaries, thefts 
and sensational love tragedies be 
cut down by arousing the “‘sleep- 
ing giant’ that hovers about the 
conscious mind of each of us? In 
other words, can hypnotism, or 
suggestion, properly applied, ac- 
complish that joint aim of right 
teaching and religion—to make 
this world and the next safe for 
all of us? 

Like all mysterious things, the 
subconscious mind is variously 
explained. One of the most in- 
teresting elucidations is that of 
Dr. John D. Quackenbos, New 
York physician, who in the past 
few years has treated more than 
20,000 individuals for all kinds of 
mental frailty, delusions and crim- 
inal tendencies by means of hyp- 
notism, coupled, of course, with 
medical science. 

In all humans, says the doctor, 
there is a reserve of energy stored 
up for use fn emergencies or great 
moments. This energy is con- 
trolled by the subconscious, and 
ordinarily appears to be called out 
only to combat some crisis in the 
existence of the being—such as 
the approach of death. Inciden- 
tally, he believes release of this 
power by psychic phenomena ac- 
counts for genius. ) 

Have you ever done things that 
were apparently beyond the nor- 
mal level of your ability—vwrit- 
ten a story above all your others; 
created something unique in your 
life and work; or exhibited in 
wreck or emergency surprising, 
unusual strength? Almost every 
one has had such an experience; 
and the power has come from the 
subconscious. 

It is this force which is being 
called into use against juvenile— 
and, indeed, adult crime. Hypno- 
tism——which is nothing more than 
an appeal to the subconscious— 
has countless times aroused this 
“sleeping giant,’’ and directed it 
to the regeneration of the indi- 
vidual; keeping sober the drunk- 
ard, freeing sufferers of suicidal 
and murderous impulses, giving 
moral strength to burglar or 
thief. 


HE use of this agency is 
T more common abroad. than 

in the United States. In 
Paris, the noted Dr. Berillon, pro- 
fessor at the Ecole de Psycholo- 
gie, director of Le Revue de Psy- 
chologie and inspector of French 
insane asylums, has met with 
marked success. Here Dr. Quack- 
enbos and his sometime associate, 
Dr. Wallace B. House, have 
achieved, without publicity, re- 
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markable results; while Dr. Ira 8. 
Wile, child specialist, conducts a 
unique “‘suggestion clinic’ for un- 
happy and mentally disturbed 
children at Mt. Sinai Hospital. 

The method of Dr. Quackenbos, 
which may be called typical, is 
simply this: To induce sleep and 
then tefl the sleeper in clear, 
forceful English whatever mes- 
sage he desires, for instance, ‘‘You 
cannot steal,’”’ or “You do not like 
to drink,’ or “From this day forth 
you will have a horror of drugs 
and be unable to use them.”’ But 
he does not pause there. Affirma- 
tively, he inculcates the idea that 
the subject can and will succeed, 
that he is ambitious, that he has 
the respect of his fellows. 

The subconscious of the sleeper 
hears through the mists of. Mor- 
pheus. The giant thus moulds the 
waking mind—the mind _ that 
thinks consciously for you, that 
puts two and two together—to its 
regenerative purpose. It does 
this much as it directs hundreds 
of your automatic actions every 
day, such as driving your car, 
writing, or running a typewriter. 

The patients of Dr. Quakenbos 
come, interestingly enough, from 
the upper classes of society. Rich 
young women snared by drinks or 
drugs, or jazz excitement. Boys 
of good family who steal and lie. 
A minister who neared insanity 
because of overpowering fear that 
an atheistic someone might inter- 
rupt his church services with sud- 
den violence. A successful engi- 
neer driven almost out of his mind 
by the unfounded belief that he 
was going blind. Others oppressed 
by fears and phobias of the type 
that leads to suicide and even 
murder. 

Once a boy of 17 came to him. 
He had been a thief for more than 
five years. He had been repeat- 


than that of the proverbial trans- 
gressor. He realised theft was 
wrong, but said he helpless in the 
grip of desire. He did not under- 
stand himself. The doctor made 
him lie down, put him to sleep, 
and said slowly, firmly: 

“You will feel the impulse to 
steal no more. Lose that hang- 
dog look, that guilty expression, 
put on a manly bearing. Look 
every man in the eye.”’ 

The boy’s subconscious heard, 
for Dr. Quackenbos says he never 
again fell into his old ways and 
became a useful member of so- 
ciety. Again, a_ girl who had 
spells of kleptomania was brought 
to him after she had been arrest- 
ed. He was able so to arouse 
her subconscious powers that she 
was entirely cured. 

UT it is with children, the 
B»pn0ti operators agree, that 

they have their greatest 
chance of success, They are more 
susceptible to suggestion, and oft- 
en can be “cured,”’ as the word is 
generally used, without being put 
into a trance. Perhaps because 
their immature conscious minds 
are incapable of standing up so 
firmly against the promptings of 
their “sleeping giants.’’ Bad hab- 
its have not had sufficient time 
to become as fixed as they usual- 
ly are in adults. 

An absorbing illustration of this 
fact is the clinic of Dr. Wile. He 
calls it a court of social justice. 
Not only does the court aim to 
eliminate bad habits of children 
between two and 15 years, but it 
strives-to perfect their childhood, 
and to drive away those bogies 
and fears, 80 poorly understood by 
little minds, and hence so terrify- 
ing. 

“Every Wednesday afternoon 
we gather at the hospital,” says 
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Dr. Wile. “Mothers, teachers, 
children. There, before every one, 
the boy or girl accused—not by 
me, but only in the general sense 
that he is brought there as in 
need of aid—is given a chance to 
tell his story. So is mother and 
teacher. If the :atter are unjust 
or have been unsympathetic, they 
are told so. The atmosphere is 
one of friendship and co-opera- 
tion; the problem one of social 
adjustment.’’ 

In this atmosphere, Dr. Wile 
feels there is a kind of mass sng- 
gestion which draws the story 
from the child. Yes, he sucks his 
thumb, or he hits other children, 
doesn’t like school, or steals pen- 
nies. The other children listen 
with rapt attention—seeing them- 
selves, perhaps. The doctor lis- 
tens. There is created a condi- 
tion of receptivity almost hypnot- 
ic to the little talkers. But some- 
times it fails. Then the doctor 
asks the boy if he wouldn’t like 
to come next week and talk. Still, 
perhaps, he demurs. Well, you 
think it over. So, all week, the 
idea, the suggestion, is in his 
brain. Invariably, says the doctor, 
he surrenders to it. 

Dr. Wile never resorts to the 
ultimate use of suggestion as does 
Dr. Quakerbos. When a child has 
completed his story, he questions 
quietly, without praise or blame. 
Does the boy get any fun out of 
being cruel, or contrary, or in 
stealing? Does being anti-social, 
to use a general term, pay? And 
then: How would you like to trade 
that gang that taught you to steal 
for a club—like the Boy Scouts. 
Or a swimming club? How’d you 
like to learn to swim? Do you 
think that would be more fun— 
more manlike—than stealing? 
Would you like to give up steal- 
ing—if I help you? By this So- 
cratic method, then, does Dr. Wile 
put into groping young minds 
ideas of social good, of happiness 
and usefulness and drive out the 
old. And in eight years, only two 
boys from his clinic have been 
haled into juvenile court. 

Dr. Berillon, a pioneer in the 
adoption of thé known laws of
